HR King and Queen Go to Windsor.— 
King Edward and Queen Alexandra journeyed 
from Paddington to Windsor on Monday evening, 
in order to welcome the King and Queen of Italy 
on Tuesday. 


The Royal Visit.—The King and Qneen of Italy, 
Acco! ied by Signor Tittoni, the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, left Pisa on Sunday morning last, en route for 
England. International police took elaborate precautions, 
tle line and stations: along the Riviera being strongly 

uarded. Their Majesties crossed from Cherbourg to 

Portsmouth on Tuesday, in the Royal yacht Victoria 
and Albert, escorted by six British war-ships. They 
were met by the Prince of Wales. Salutes were 
fired as the Royal train steamed out of Portsmouth on its 
way to Windsor. The decorations at Windsor were most 
1 the streets through which the State procession 
passed looking very picturesque. Crowds of inhabitants 
and visitors lined the thoroughfares, while inside the Castle 
gates were assembled the boys from Eton College. The 
State banquet was one of the most-gorgeous ever held in 
Windsor Castle. No fewer than 300 walters attended on 
the Royal and other guests, Amonz'the party staying at 
the Castle were Sir Francis Bertie, British Ambassador at 
Rome, Lord and Lady Dudley, Lord and Lady Lansdowne, 
the Duchess of Buccleuch, aud Lord Kenyon. 


Illness of Lord Roberts.—Alarming reports were 
in circulation last week concerning the health of Lord 
Roberts, who was suddenly attacked with pneumonia. 
Ilappily, the reports were exaggerated, and the Commander- 
iu-Chief is making steady progress towards recovery. 


Accident to Lord Kitchener.—A serious accident 
befell Lord Kitchener in India on Sunday last. While 
riding home from a country house, six miles from Simla, 
his Lordship had occasion to pass through a small tunnel. 
Becoming restive, the Commander - in - Chief's harre 
collided with the side of the tunnel, forcing- Lord 
Kotehener's leg with great violence against it. Both bones 
of the leg were broken clean above the ankle. His Lord- 
ship lay helpless for some time, till some coolies, passin 
through the tunnel with an empty rickshaw, discover 
him, and conveyed him to Simla. The leg was at once set, 
und his Lordshlp is reported to be doing well. As the 
accident is expected to detuin him in Simla for at least 
a month, many of his arrangements have been cancelled. 


Naval and Military Items.—The London Gazette 
announces the appointment of His Majesty Christian IX., 
King of Denmark, to be a General in the Armv on the 
eeension of the fortieth anniversary of His Majesty's 
reeession to the throne.—Official sanction has been given 
for the erection, at the top of Gun Hill, Aldershot, of a 
granite obelisk to the memory of members of the Royal 
Army Medical Corps who lost their lives during the South 
African Campaign.—The 2nd Battalion Oxfordshire Light 
Infantry arrived from India this week on the transport 
Plassy, after nineteen years’ foreign service. The battalion 
is now stationed at Chatham as part of the 4th Army 
Corps.—The 18th Hussars have moved from Aldershot to 
York, being replaced at Aldershot by the Sth Hussars, 
who arrived this week from South Africa. — The 
2nd Battalion Dublin Fusiliers were accorded a hearty 
welcome on visiting their native city after an absence of 
nineteen years, chiefly spent on active service. The*Duke 
of Connaught warmly welcomed the men home, and spoke 
of their distinguished services in foreign lands. Medals 
were then presented, some of whieh had no less than nine 
clasps. After wing entertained to dinner, the battalion 
marched throuzh the city, escorted by two t:oops of the 
91st Lancers. The tattered colours evoked loud cheers.— 
Lieutenant Carroll, promoted to a commission from 
Quartermaster - Sergeant, has been appointed Quarter- 
master of the ist Battalion West Ridinz Regiment, in 
succession to Major Seaman. The latter officer has 
taken over the duties of Quartermaster and Adju- 
tant of the Duke of York’s School at Chelsea. 
The transport Dunera left Alexandria on the 12th 


with the 3rd Battalion Royal Fusiliers for Bermuda, | 


whence she is to carry the 4th Battalion Worcestershire 
Regiment to stations in the West Indies to relieve the 
Srd Battalion Lancashire Fusiliers. The latter will pro- 
ceed by the Dunera to South Africa.—The new first-class 
battle-ship Albemarle, which has been built and equipped at 
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Chatham eres at a cost of £1.094.0£0, has been com- 
mission:d as the flag-ship of Rear-Admiral W. Des Voeux 
Hamilton, who has just been appointed Junior Rear- 
Admiral of the Mediterranean Fleet, — The onee cele- 
brated yacht Consuelo, formerly the property of Mr. 
Vanderbilt, has been purchased by the Admiralty, who 
will turn her into a surveying-ship for use in Australian 
waters. 


Somaliland Advance Again Delayed.—Much 
uncertainty still exists as to the date of General Egerton's 
advance against the Mullah. Great difficulties of trans- 
port have to be overcome, and it is stated that in places 
the route from Bohotle is lined with dead camels. In the 
fortbcoming operations 4000 Abyssinian troops will eo-oper- 
ate with General Egerton's foree. They will include 
troops from the Emperor Menelik’s own regiments, and 
great interest is being taken in their equipment by the 
Emperor. 


Russo-Japanese Affray.—A dispatch from Port 
Arthur gives the follon ing account from the Novy Krai 
ns the recent affray between Russian bluejackets 
and Japanese at Chemulpo : Three hundred Japanese dock 
labourers attacked twenty-six sailors of the Russian gun- 
boat Bobr, who were returning from the town to their 
ship. The assailants were armed with various weapons. 
The Russian sailors, using their fists, drove back the 
Japanese and reached their launch amid showers of 
stones, many of them being injured. In the belief 
that some Russians still remained in the towm two 
hundred Japanese, armed with axes and swords, raided 
the European settlement and searched the Russian houses, 
which they surrounded and watched all night. The Consul 

pened an inquiry, and this greatly irritated the Japanese. 
Two of the Jap«nese had received fatal injuries in the 
affray, while others were badly hurt. They refused 
obedience to the authorities, and were reported to be goin 
about heavily armed, rendering the quay unsafe ani 
threatening to kill evi Russian. During the nttack the 
Russian sailors took several weapons from the Japanese, 


Foun Arrests in Jewel Robbery Case.—At 
"Marlborough Street Police Court on Monday, four men 
were charged with being suspected of beinz concerned in 
stealing jewellery, value £5000, from -the premises of 
Messrs. Knight, Frank, and Rutley, the well-known 
auctioneers, of Conduit Street, W. It may be recalled 
that the robbery took place on Oct. 15. The thieves got 
on the roof of an adjoining hguse, crawled along to a 
skylight, and by means of a rope lowered themselves into 
Messrs. Knight's premises. faking their way to the 
manager’s room, they op:ned a safe containing jewels 
which were to be sold pd auction on the following 
day. With the jewellery they then decamped, leaving 
the duplicate key they had used in the door of the 
safe. The police, under Detective - Inspectors Drew 
and Kyd, took the mysterious case in hand, and 
for a month kept continuous dux-ard-night observation 
on certain suspected houses. Detectives, disguised ns 
labourers, sailors, mechanies, and out-of-works, wandered 
about various districts, watching the movements of con- 
victed thieves and burglars. On Sunday morning last a 
coup was effected in Pentonville, when four arrests were 
made. Detective-Inspector Drew made his first e«pture at 
a house in Cynthia Strect, where the man he wanted was 
in bed. The other three arrests were made in White Lion 
Street, Penton Place, and Goswell Road. The names of 
the accused men are Henry Elliott (twenty-six), Jobn 
Skeggs (twenty-six), Robert Gray (twenty-seven), and 
Albert Smith (forty). | Only formal evidence of arrest was 
tendered, and the prisoners were remanded in custody for 
eight days. 


Verdict in the Miss Hickman Case.—The 
coroner's inquiry into the death of Miss Hickman, the 
lady doctor, was. concluded at Richmond last week. In 
summing up, the coroner took occasion to reprove Drs. 
McCall and Rofke, ** qualified medical practitioners, who, 
after the most casual examination of the body, gave the 
opinion that death was due to crime.” It was beyond all 
question, the coroner went on, that Miss Hickman died 
from morphine poisoning. He left it to the jury to say 
whether this was suicide, or whether they would return an 
open verdict, pointing out, however. that the deceased lady 
bought«morphia three days before her disappearance, and 
that she did not require it for ber hospital work. The 
jury, after a quarter of an hour's consultation, found that 
Miss Hickman died from ‘poison, self-administered when 
she was temporarily insane. They added an expression of 
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deep sympathy with Mr, Hickman and his family, in 
which the coroner cordially concurred. 


The Armenian Vendetta.—No arrest has been 
made in connection with the murder of M. Sagouni at 
Nunhead on Oct. 96. The police, as well as several 
members of the Hentchakist Society, are convinced that 
M. Sagouni’s assassin was not responsible for the two 
subsequent murders at Peckham Rye, The Anarchists’ 
quarters of London are being carefully searched, and in 
Peckham, where several Alfarists are still hovering about, 
the local detective staff has been considerably augmented. 
Midnight house-to-house searches have taken place in 
more than one street. ‘The remains of the two murdered 
men were buried in Forest Hill Cemetery last week, as also 
was the body of their assassin. The latter was removed 
from the mortuary at night, and secretly interred at dawn 
in an unconsecrated grave. The inscription on the coffin 
ran: Man unknown; aged 40 years.” 


Ex - Detective Sues for Libel.—In the King's 
Bench Division, before Mr. Justice Darling and a common 
jury, ex-Inspector Meiklejohn brought an action for libel 
against Major Arthur Griffiths and Messrs. Cassell and Co., 
publishers, The plaintiff was one of the three Scotland 
| Yard police officers who, in 1877, were sentenced to two 
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rears’ hard labour for conspiracy in the notorious Benson- 
Curr “turf fraud” case. Mr. Crispe, K.C., appeared tor 
Mr. Meiklejohn; while the defendants were represented 
by Mr. Duke, K.C. The libels complained of are contained 
in a work entitled.“ Mysteries of Police and Crime," of 
which Major Griffiths is the author and Messrs. Cassell 
the publishers. Mr. Crispe contended that it was almost 
impossible for the defendants to prove the statements 
made in the passages complained of, Meiklejohn, how- 
ever, had’ been convicted of a misdemeanour, and, as 
the law stood, if justification were proved, his client 
must fail in his suit. Mr. Crispe therefore decided 
to leave the other side to prove justification, as he did 
not think it would be fair to put Meiklejohn in the 
witness-box to have the whole history of his past liie 
raked up. A number of letters which passed between the 
jaintiff and the Benson-Kurr gang were read, as was 
Kurr's evidence, showing that on various oceasions he had 
paid Meiklejohn sums ranging from £100 to £500 for 
keeping him informed of the intentions of the police at the 
time the fraudulent Letting ngencies were being run. 
Without leaving their seats, the jury found a verdict for 
Major Griffiths and his publishers. Judgment was accord- 
ingly given for them with costs. 


Falling Viaduct Kills Four Men —Through 
the collapse of a viaduct on a new line of the Great 
| Western Railway from Cheltenham to Honeybourne, four 
| workmen lost their lives, while many others sustained 
| serious injuries. The viaduct is being built by a London 
| firm of contractors. Ten of the arches had been completed 
when the men resumed work on the morning on Noy. 13 
S arcely had they commenced when the steam-crane, which 
| was at the top of the last span, crashed through the crown 
| of the arch, carrying the fireman and driver with it a 
| depth of over 30 ft. Almost immediately the eighth and 
| ninth arches also collapsed, a number of workmen being 
| buried among the débris. Rescue parties at once set to 
work todig out the.imprisoned men, and after strenuous 
efforts twelve were rescued alive, though in several cases 
with broken limbs. The four victims of the accident were 
identified by their fellow-workmen as Frederick Gibbons, 
labourer; James Attwood, labourer; James Edwards, 
labourer; and John Smith, crane-driver. The two last- 
nimed succumbed after removal to the hospital. 


Swindon Murderer Executed. — At Devizes 
Prison, on Tuesday morning, the sentence of death 
passed on Edward Richard Palmer for the murder of 
Esther Swinford on Sept. 16, was duly carried out. Palmer, 
who expressed great penitence for his crime, was confirmed 
in the prison chapel a few days prior to his execution, the 
Bishop of Salisbury paying a special visit to Devizes for 
that purpose. 


Young Soldier Sentenced to Death.—Private 
Bernard White, aged twenty-two, of the 2nd Essex Regi- 
ment, was foand guilty at the Exsex Assizes of the murder of 
Maud Garrett at Warley Gap, near Brentwood. No witnesses 
were called for the defence, but prisoner’s counsel pointed 
out the absence of motive aa several discrepancies on 
the part of the prosecution. The jury, after fifty minute.’ 
deliberation, returned their verdict. On being asked if he 
had anything to say, White drew himself stiffly to atten- 
tion and answered in a firm tone, I did not kill the girl." 
Mr. Justice Lawrance passed sentence of death, whereupon 
White wheeled round in military style and accompanied the 
warder to the prison yan. The date of execution is fixed 
for Dee. 1 at Chelmsford Gaol.

On Orchids. 

In that beautifully illustrated work, ** The Century Book 
of Gardening,” very simple directions are given ior the 
propagation of the various kinds of orchids, 1t is not 
more difficult than where ordinary plants are. concerned. 
Pot culture is the most suitable, and it is well to bear in 
mind that in all cases pois proportionate to the size of the 
plants should be selected. Over-potting is a great evil, 
and as a rule the smaller the pot the stronger the 
safeguard against excess of moisture at the root. The 
drainage must be as. free as possible, and should consist 
of broken erocks, filling the at Jeast two-thirds of 
their depth with this material, secured at the top by a 
thin layer of sphagnum moss, The plants, on being potted, 
should be raised a. trifle above the rim, and the compost 
should be pressed firmly around the base. This may consist 
of fibrous peat and sphagnum moss in the proportion 
of two-thirds of the former to one-third of the latter, and 
well mixed together, with the addition of a moderute 
quantity of small crocks to ensure porosity. It the plants 
arelarge and heavy, insert a few neat sticks in the pot, to 
which some of the poem -bulbs may be tied. The 
time to re-pot eattleyas or lelias is when the latest 
growths commence to emit new roots from their base

root; the safest plan is to wait until each plant is ** dry“ 


before applying water, and then to give an abundance, as 
& good, watering at moderate iutervals is always preferable 
to constant saturation of the soil. When wth is com- 

ted, and the plants at rest, the amount, of water should 

gradually diminished until only sufficient is necessary 
to prevent*shrivelling of the o-bulbs. The distinct 
Ca! ina is one of the most remarkable of Cattleyas. 
Its growth always assumes a dowdward direction, and from 
the centre of the bulb and between the pale glaucous 
green leaves appear the flowers. They are of a golden- 
yellow colour, except the margin of the lip, which is 
white. This orchid may be grown on blocks of wood or 
teak rafts, and fastened to,them with eme wire; the 
blocks should be suspended with the leaves downwards. A 
cool of the ordinary greenhouse is the most suitable 
position for e MA and“ where it can receive the 
maximum light air. The plant requires little Water at 
the root, the greatest quantity being applied when the 
flower scapes are di g- 


On Lawn-Making. 

In continuation of what was said last week concerning 
the formation of a lawn, I, may add that, the seed bein; 
covered with flne sifted loam or sand, the next operation 
is to roll once very lightly; if rolled hard the top 
covering may be inclined to harden and cake, which 
makes it ‘difficult for the young seedlings to penetrate. 
It must be done with judgment, a with an eye 
to keeping the eorreet level, or it may be found that 

spots will'require a sprinkling of soil to bring 
them up; the soil used in such places should have a little 
seed mixed'with it, If there is any danger of birds taking 
the seed, a simple way of frightening them is to peg black 
thredd across in various ways, about two inches off the 
ground. Under favourable cireumstances--that is to say, 
if the'seed.and soil have been moistened by rain or water- 
ing—the growth will be showing in little rs inna few 
«weeks. These will spread into grass plants in about five or 
six weeks. At this stage the grass seedlings should resp 
the benefit of further nourishment, and I recommend the 
use of Carter’s compost, which, when;spread over the 
growth to a depth of not more than } inch, or at the rate of 
about 1 bushel för the 4 yards each way, or 16 square yards, 
or18 bushels per 20 yards each way, or 400 square yards, 
will assist to protect the small plants from excessive cold, 
heat, or drought; at the same time, the manurial con- 
stituents materi«lly strengthen the roots and consolidate 
the sole of the turf.
